tff)—Prime Minister 
Chamberlain today told the House 
of Commons of plans to lease at 
least 10,000 square miles In Brit¬ 
ish Cuiana to provide homes for 
German Jews seeking refuge 
abroad from the Nazi regime’s 
anti-Jewish campaign. 

The prime minister also dis¬ 
closed favorable progress for the 
settlement of Jewish refugees in 
Tanganyika, formerly German 
East Africa, and other territories 
in Africa. 

KENNEDY AIDS 

Tanganyika now is held by 
Britain under League mandate. 
Chamberlain last week declared 
the British government was not 
considering its return to Germany 
to satisfy Chancellor Hitler’s co¬ 
lonial demands. 

The widespread British action 
disclosed by the prime minister 
was understood to be the direct 
result of his recent consultations 
with United States Ambassador 
Joseph P. Kennedy on the urgent 
problem of finding homes for tens 
of thousands of victims of the lat¬ 
est wave of Nazi anti-Semitism.

DRIVE ABATES 

It came amid the first signs of 
abatement of Germany’s 11-day 
anti-Semitic drive which has de¬ 
prived German Jews of virtually 
all freedom and reduced tens of 
thou.sands to destitution. 

Many Germans interpret plans 
to settle German Jews In their 
former colonies as a move to pre¬ 
vent the return of such war-lost 
possessions to Germany. 

One authoritative commentator 
declared "the Tanganyika step is 
an obvious attempt to prejudice 
the colonial question.” 

PLAN AN “AFFRONT” 

Before Chamberlain’s annoimce- 
ment, informed Nazi quarters had 
said they expected Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler to tell Oswald Pirow, de¬ 
fense minister of the Union <rf 
South Africa, that Germany would 
consider such a plan an "affront." 

Pirow is scheduled to see the 
Fuehrer Thursday at Berchtes- 
gaden.

PARIS, tffl—The government 
swung its police forces into ac¬ 
tion today againrit the spreading 
series of strikes protesting the 
financial and economic decrees of 
the Daladier cabinet. 

The movement, marked by oc¬ 
cupation of factories, translated 
into action the protests of Social¬ 
ists and Communists against de¬ 
crees permitting the extension of 
work beyond a 40-hour week in 
vital industries and increasing 
taxes. 

Policemen convoyed striking j 
workers out of the Hutchinson 
rubber factory, in the Paris sub¬ 
urb of Puteaux, a few hours after 
a number of men had occupied 
the grounds. The factory employed 
more than 1000 workers. 

A second strike cropped up .it 
the Kuhlmann chemical plant at 
Aubervilliers, where 180 workers 
occupied the factory. The pre¬ 
fecture of police ordered the plant 
cleared.

WASHINGTON. OP)—An inter¬ 
state commence commission ex¬ 
aminer recommended today that 
the commission issue an order 
which would, in effect, place 
Phoenix on an equal basis with 
California in shipments of vege¬ 
tables and fruits to the East. 

The commission originally nad 
upheld a contention that in .he 
future freight rates from Phoenix 
should amount to not more than 
90 per cent of those from Califor¬ 
nia. The railroad put into effect 
reductions which gave Phoenix 
shippers an advantage of about 
17 cents per 100 pounds on the 
vegetables. The recommendation 
today proposes to wipe out that 
advantage.

NEW YORK, (^—Rene Belben- 
oit, author of "Dry Guillotine,” 
which describes his 15 yearn in the 
steaming jungle.- of the peral col¬ 
ony in French Guiana, said today 
he is fearful of being sent back 
there even though a petition bear- 
in 600 names has been presented 
to President Roosevelt in his be¬ 
half. 

"If I go back, I go back,” he 
remarked quietly. "Then I will 
escape again, unless I am killed. 
And it is easy to die in the colony. 
Easy to die with no one to take 
the blame.” 

He’s a dark little man, weigh¬ 
ing hardly more than 100 pounds, 
with black curly hair. His eyes 
are filled with a profound sadness; 
his face deeply lined, and he smiles 
only rarely. 

Those who have read his book 
know his story—a veteran of the 
World war at 19, with additional 
service in Morocco, he was sen¬ 
tenced to the South American 
colony for theft for eight years. 
He made four frustrated attempts 
to escape, witnessed nine behead¬ 
ings. The final try for freedom 
successful, he landed 17 months 


ago in California after two years 
of fighting his way by sea and 
jungle, carrying 30 pounds of 
manuscript. 

"I wanted to be a free man 
in an honest way, understand” he 
said. "I could run away now, but 
I don’t. I love this country. I 
take no man’s job away from 
him. I just write of things I 
know.” 

His deportation, ordered shortly 
after he reached the United States, 
has been fixed finally for Dec. 15, 
and he sees little hope that he 
will be granted another extension 
and ultimate liberty. 

He already has finished a sec¬ 
ond book on the colony, and in 
spells away from his typewriter 
has been lecturing before groups 
of all kinds. School children, doc¬ 
tors, lawyers, business men and 
church people signed the petition 
to save him, but he has had no 
word that the President has 
reached a decision. 

"Prance would like to abolish i 
the colony, but Prance doesn’t 
know how. She’s unwise. She 
has a colony in America and does 
not know how to make money out j 
of it. It’s a pity.”

Muzzle-Loaders 


Weapons which the frontiers¬ 
men used to blaze the westward 
trail of civilization . . . guns which 
barked from the lines of the 
American soldiers in the Revolu¬ 
tionary war . . . guns which spit 
death in the hands of the British 
Red Coats.

VARIATIOHS IN 


ASSESSMENTS 


Guns—hundreds of them—com¬ 
prise the record collection of Dr 
Roy S. Horton of Santa Ana, who 
has been accumulating muzzle- 
loaders for the past 35 years. He 
has guns everywhere — at his 
home, at the office, in cases, hang¬ 
ing on walls, in drawers, or piled 
like cordage wood. 


Dr. Horton has so many muzzle- 
loading guns he has lost all count 
of the number—he hesitates to 
make even an estimate, except to 
guess that there are “several hun¬ 
dred.” The guns represent nearly 
every era, were collected from the 
48 states and foreign countries. 


A dozen or more of the guns 
were in the Revolutionary war, 
including both American and 
Britidi guns. Dr. Horton has about 
75 old Kentucky rifles, all muzzle- 
loaders used in the very early 
days. 


One of the most valued guns Is 
one which is believed to have been 
one of the first regfular army rifles 
ever made in the United States. 
Dr, Horton says it is believed to 
have been made about 1797 at the 
government arsenal at Harper's 
Perry, Virginia 


The gun lay in an attic in an 
old home near Harper’s Feriy 
from 1820 to 1934, when it was 
found. It was later obtained by 
Dr. Horton from a friend. 


Previous to the making of the 
first regular army rifle at the be¬ 
ginning of the 19th century, both 
the American and British armies 
during the Revolutionary war nad 
been content with smooth-bore 
muskets. Both the Americans and 
the British apparently awakened 
almost simultaneously. Dr. 'lor- 
ton says, to the possibilities of a 
regulation rifle. 


Before that time no soldier had 
the same type of gun. Dr. Hor¬ 
ton's rifle is believed to be the 
oldest regulation army rifle found 
to date. Before 1934, the oldest 
known one was a rifle made in 
1803. 


The first regulation army rifles 
were made at Harper's Ferry fol¬ 
lowing an act of congress author¬ 
izing the formation of a rifle 
regiment. 


Another interesting gun in the 
collection is a Long Tom rifle, 
which is seven feet in length. It 
was made in 1893 at a cost of $3.5. 
Today its value exceeds $100. 


There’s a pair of pistols made 
by the Cossacks in 1840. The guns 
are covered with hide, and it Is 
thought to be human skin, al¬ 
though there is no definite proof 
of that. 


Oldest gun in the collection is 
a matchlock antique, made in 
1600. The matchlock gun was the 
next development after the sim¬ 
ple cannon. Unlike molern guns, 
the matchlock wouldn't work when 
rain was falling or when the wind 
was blowing. 


NOW EXPUINED 


LAGUNA BEACH. —Second 
hearing on the proposed sewer im¬ 
provement in the McKnlght addi¬ 
tion here will be conducted Dec. 7. 

Assessments for the proposed 
McKnlght improvement and the 
city sewer disposal plant differ 
widely, depending on whether the 
property concerned is on the 
ocean side or inland side of the 
boulevard. This was learned at 
the first hearing when a 31 per 
cent protest of the $114,000 was 
heard by the city council. 

Most property owners appeared 
agreeable to the discrepancy, fol¬ 
lowing an explanation that the 
higher assessments on the ocean 
side of the boulevard were due to 
the higher valuations. 

Engineer F. S. Curry of San 
Bernardino, designer of the Arch 
Beach sewage disposal plant, ex¬ 
plained at the first hearing that 
Laguna Beach’s plant is adequate 
to care for the city’s sewage, but 
claimed that the method of operas 
tion is faulty. 

The council has included $29,- 
000 in the proposed $114,000 sew¬ 
er project to correct asserted de¬ 
ficiencies in the plant. 

Hearings on the McKnlght im¬ 
provement are being conducted 
under provisions of the debt limi¬ 
tations act.

Next stage in the development 
of the muzzle-loaders was the 
wheel lock, according to Dr. Hor¬ 
ton. When the trigger was pulled 
a small wheel spun rapidly, cre¬ 
ated a spark. The spark touched 
off the powder, the flame entered 
the barrel of the gun through a 
tiny opening in the side, and the 
shot was fired. 


The flintlock for the muzzle- 
loaders was a decided improve¬ 
ment. When the trigger la pulled, 
a hammer bearing a small piece 
of flint falls against a piece of 
steel. The friction creates a 
spark which touches off the pow¬ 
der, and—like the other locks— 
the flame entered the barrel 
through a small hole in the side 
of the chamber. One piece of flint 
will last for a number of shots. 


There is some “backfire” 
through the small opening in the 
side of the barrel, but It is slight, 
Dr. Horton points out. 


Dr. Horton also has in his col¬ 
lection a rare gun-lock which was 
patented in England in 1816. but 
which was never used. The lock 
was the first ever offered as an 
improvement over the flintlock, 
but before it could be placed into 
use it was superseded by the dis¬ 
covery of the percussion cap. 


Dr. Horton has the original 
model of the lock. Only other lock 
of this kind is on display in the 
Tower of London, in Engfland.

While not in sympathy with the 
Nazi youth movement, he .said 
that the young people are enthus¬ 
iastic almo.st at the point of fana- 
tici.sm, and that the spirit of or¬ 
ganization within the nation 
amazes the ea.sual visitor. From 
Germany, Wil.son, a recent Uni¬ 
versity of California graduate, 
toured Switzerland, Hungary, and 
was joined in Yugoslavia by his 
brother, J. Parker Wil.son, who 
was assistant to the attache in 
that nation before being trans¬ 
ferred to Berlin. 

Italy, France and Belgium com¬ 
pleted the continental itinerary 
and the remainder of his time in 
Europe was spent in England 
where he landed just prior to the 
recent war scare. 

"I had the most peculiar feel¬ 
ing of living in an unreal atmos¬ 
phere," Wii.son said, “e.specially 
when came to rehear.saling with a 
ga.s-mask.’’

UB )—A violent tempest today gave 
a short reprieve to 738 prisoners 
due to sail aboard the prison ship 
La Martlnlere for fearsome Dev¬ 
il’s Island and the other French 
Guiana penal colonies. 

High seas and a strong wind 
dashed the small motor launches 
used for loading the convict vargo 
against the prison ship’s sides so 
that the authorities postponed the 
sailing. 

Under the fixed bayonets of 
Sengalese troops, who quelled 
rioting among the convicts last 
night and during the previous 
week, the prisoners filed back to 
their cells in lie De Re Prison to 
await new orders for departure, 
probably tomorrow. 

’They are the first shipment to 
the Guiana prisons—which include 
notorious Devil’s Island—since the 
Daladler government reversed the 
decision of the former premier. 
Socialist Leon Blum, to abandon 
the South American island prisons 

Four 14 days these men will 
sit on wooden benches in iron 
cages and sleep in canvas ham¬ 
mocks, with few breaths of fresh 
air. 

’The prison ship’s unwilling pas¬ 
sengers have been arriving at this 
island concentration camp. In the 
Bay of Biscay, for the past two 
weeks, transpor.ed to mainland 
ports in trucks fitted with iron 
bars like those of circus wagons. 

The Daladler government indi¬ 
cated the nation was too poor to 
keep them in continental France. 
It probably will be years before 
any of them will set foot again in 
France, if ever. It is likely most 
of them will die in the Guiana 
colonies.

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OAKLAND. fjTJ—The death of 
an Oakland longshoreman aboard 
the German motonship Weser was 
set down as an accident by police 
who blamed it today on the use of 
old loading gear. 

The victim, Nick Pesha, father 
of three children, was kill^ when 
a cable broke and a 12-ton boom 
crashed on the ship’s deck. 

Forty-five minutes later, another 
cable snapped and a second wooden 
boom fell to the deck, narrowly 
missing three longshoremen. The 
60 longshoremen working the cargo 
then left the ship, saying they 
would not return to their jobs un¬ 
til they were convinced their safety 
was assured. 

Police Lieutenant L. M. Carroll, 
after questioning ship’s officers 
and longshoremen, said he was 
convinced both cable breaks were 
accidental. 

Among the first visitors to the 
ship after the boom fell on Pesha 
was a group of investigators who 
had been examining a hole in the 
hull of the German freighter Van¬ 
couver, crippled by an unexplained 
blast last Nov. 3, drydocked near 
the pier where the Weser was un¬ 
loading. 


Traffic deaths on rural high¬ 
ways of California during Septem¬ 
ber continued to decrease, show¬ 
ing a reduction of 32 or 19 per 
cent as compared with September, 
1937, Chief E. Raymond Cato of 
the California Highway Patrol 
stated today. 

During the first nine months of 
the year, there has been a reduc¬ 
tion of 182 deaths on the rural 
roads, or 15.6 per cent, he added. 

"The September reduction In the 
rural areas was very favorable In 
view of the fact that the total re¬ 
duction for the state was only 22 
deattu, or 8.4 per cent,” said Cato. 
"The nine months’ reduction for 
the state as a whole was 280 
deaths, or 13 per cent. 

While deaths declined, Septem¬ 
ber showed an increase of 227, or 
more reportable accidents on rural 
roads than a year ago. Explana¬ 
tion of this Is g;lven that the law 
giving the California Highway 
Patrol authority to investigate ac¬ 
cidents where persons are Injured 
has Increased the number of per¬ 
sons making reports as required 
by law.

To have a complete set of (Christ¬ 
mas seals, the collector must now 
have 36 different designs even 
though this is only the 32nd annual 
seal sale. There were two separate 
designs in 1907 and four in 1913. 
One variety of the 1913 seals is 
I now the most valuable of all Amer¬ 
ican Christmas seals. It is cata¬ 


logued at 315 per copy. The 1908 
seals are worth 3^.50 each. 

A distinguishing feature of this 
year’s seal is the use of two dou¬ 
ble-barred crosses instesid of one. 
The only other Christmas seals so 
marked were those in 1919 and 
1923. 

Another feature of the 1938 sheet 
of 100 seals are the four comer 
stamps, bearing portraits of Laen- 
nec, Koch, Trudeau and Holboll, 
four pioneers of the anti-tubercu¬ 
losis movement. The use of special 
comer .seals was started in, 1935. 
However, the 1938 sheet is the 
first to use portraits. 

Until 1918, the American Red 
Cross conducted the annual sale 
and used its own emblem on the 
seal.s. That year’s seals bore both 
the Red Cross and the two double- 
barred crosses, the emblems of the 
anti-tuberculosis campaign. Since 
1920 the National Tuberculosis as¬ 
sociation and its local affiliated as¬ 
sociations have conducted the 
Christmas Seal sale and at least 
one double-barred cross appears on 
every seal sold to combat tuber¬ 
culosis in America.

LONDON. (iP)—Norway and 
Britain today inoumed the pass-' 
Ing of Norway’s Engllsh-lxim 
Queen Maud, who died in a Lon¬ 
don nursing home early Sunday 
of a heart attack four days after 
and abdominal operation. 

The queen was 68 years old. 

Aunt of King George VI of 
Great Britain and last surviving 
child of Edward VII, her death 
came so suddenly that only a 
nurse was at her bedside, 
j King Haakon of Norway was 
I at Buckingham palace, where he 
I has been staying since the queen’s 
' grave illness brought him hurry- 
i ing from Oslo. 

The queen died 13 years to the 
i day after her mother. Queen Al- 
j exandra. Thus the royal genera- 
j tlon fathered by Edward VII ends, 
while strangely the previous gen- 
' eratlon—children of Queen Vl'j- 
I torla—still survives through Prln- 
■ cess Louise, 90, the Duke of Can- 
naught, 88, and Princess Be¬ 
atrice. 

Norway, encouraged by earlier 
favorable news from the queen’s 
bedside, was saddened when an 
official broadcast of King Haak¬ 
on’s message to the London Nor¬ 
wegian church told of her death. 

"God has taken my queen from 
me this night, and it is a heavy | 
loss for me to bear, though I well 
understand it is His will,” said 
the simple words of the custom¬ 
arily shy monarch. I
